widows of the war have now benefited 
in one way or another through the 
“Society of Mutual Assistance of the 
Widows of the W ar.’’ 
This was one 
of the earliest movements started for 
relief of war victims. 
It was organ* 
ized 
August 
19, 
1914, and a week 
later began effective work under* the 
name of the “W oman’s Office.’’ 
The “W oman’s Office’’ sought em­ 
ployment, not only for widows, but 
Tor women whose husbands were mo­ 
bilized, and endeavored 
by 
various 
means to assist women whose income 
was, cut off by the war in earning 
• heir living. 
It gave no charity, but 
made loans to those 
in 
immediate 
want. 
From a simple W omen’s Office, the 
novement 
soon 
became a Widows’ 
Office, and was 
finally 
reorganized 
nto a mutual association. 
Its object 
s stiji, not .charity, but mutual aid 
n finding ways pf gaining a liveli- 
lood for its members. It is patronized 
*y generous citizens of all religions 
md of all political parties. 
Frederic 
Masson, 
the 
venerable 
Academician and historian of the Na- 
>oleonic era, is directing the organi- 
:ation, while the Countess of Ribes, 
vho for several years

Paris, Aug. 27.—There have been 
some remarkable scenes at the Bank 
of France since Alexandre Felix Ribot, 
the French minister of finance, issued 
his call for the mobilization of gold. 
“We are spending two million francs 
a month,” he said. 
“It’s a frightful 
sum and we’ve got to keep it up an­ 
other 
winter—bring 
on your gold” 
The call spread rapidly, and the re­ 
sponse has been prompt. 
Monsier Ribot is only one month 
older than Monsieur Colin, of the Rue 
des Tours, who was 73 this spring. 
Madame Colin so wrote on the slip 
she delivered to the Bank of France 
with a hundred francs of gold to be 
exchanged for national defense bonds. 
“I had saved it Co make a present to 
Monsieur Colin for our golden wed­ 
ding day,” she added, “but we decid­ 
ed that we could both get more plea­ 
sure and satisfaction out of that gold 
by turning it over as a sort of homage 
to Monsieur Ribot.” 
Hundreds 
of 
school children will 
associate the name of the venerable 
minister with their first visit to that 
mysterious and awe-inspiring institu­ 
tion, always so impressively guarded 
by the handsomely uniformed repub­ 
lican guards. Their teachers lift them 
up to the teller's window, where gold 
is exchanged, and they are generally 
disappointed not to see the patriarchal 
head of “Monsieur Ribot” somewhere 
behind the counter. 
One woman shoved a pile of coins 
amounting to 350 francs through the 
teller’s window at the Bank of France, 
with 
the 
concise explanation, “For 
Monsieur Ribot.” 
She turned to go 
away without her bank bills and had 
to be persuaded that Monsieur Ribot 
’was not/seeking gold w ithout paying 
the equivalent in exchange. 
A man who had spent years collect­ 
ing hundred-franc gold 
pieces, 
and 
had gotten together a hundred con­ 
secutive dates, including 
the 
rarest 
effigies,* brought 
it 
to 
the 
bank. 
Worth as a collection five times as 
much, he went away satisfied with 
10,000 francs in bank notes. 
Another 
numismatist sacrificed a unique col­ 
lection 
of 
200 “double louis”—forty 
franc pieces. 
Another man, in the familiar peas­ 
ant’s blue frock, came in, 
took 
his 
place hesitatingly 
in 
the 
line 
and 
fidgeted continually white waiting. He 
left the line once and got to the door, 
hesitated, turned back and took bis 
place again at the foot. 
When his 
♦urn finally came, he cast 
a 
fond 
glance at the soc k he pulled out of 
i vest pocket, 
then 
poured 
seven 
’housand 
francs 
iii 
gold upon tho 
counter. 
The counting of the 
millions 
of 
pieces received would take too long; 
it 
would 
also be too complicated, 
since 
with 
the “luis,” “napoleons” 
and “republics” 
there 
arc 
“sover­ 
eigns,” “eagles,” “double eagles”—in 
fact pieces of nearly every nation that 
coins gold. 
Consequently 
every 
de­ 
posit is valued by weight. Sometimes 
weight is the only possible means of 
valuation, as in the case of the Cure 
of 
Huiron, 
who 
deposited 
at 
the 
branch of the Bank of France at Cha- 
loifs-sur-Mane, a shapeless 
mass 
he 
had recovered from the ashes of the 
presbytery after tin* retreat of the 
Germans. 
Coins of the total value of 
480 francs had been melted and run 
together by the heat of the confla­ 
gration. The million and a half francs 
received at Chalons included a twen­ 
ty-franc piece of the effigy of the 
republic that had been nearly pierced 
by a German bullet 
A newspaper announcing the gold 
exchange 
movement 
was 
smuggled 
into a hamlet on the battle front that 
had been taken and retaken several 
times, and now happens to be occu­ 
pied by the Germans. 
The peasants 
made a purse of all their gold and 
drew' lots to choose 
the 
one 
who 
would have the honor of carrying it 
through the lines to “Monsieur Ribot.” 
“All I ask,” said 
the 
simple-minded 
peasant who accomplished this mis­ 
sion, “is that you just give me a paper

Columbia, Mo., Aug. 27.—The long 
established custom of selling apples 
on the trees—“lumpin’ ’em off’’—has 
done more to upset the Missouri ap­ 
ple market than any other practice. 
The best and most successful grow­ 
ers in the state do not sell that way. 
A good Substantial pack of sound 
apples should be put up. They should 
be sorted into two or three grades, ac­ 
cording to size . If the variety is quite 
uniform, make two grades. 
If it runs 
large and small, make three. 
Mark 
the barrels to indicate the size. 
A 
barrel of uniform, medium sized ap 
pies will outsell a barrel of equally 
good ones of mixed sizes on any mar­ 
ket. 
In 
barrel 
packing, face with the 
stems to the head . The facers should 
not misrepresent the contents of the 
barrel either in size, color or quality. 
Shake the barrel several times during 
the filling. 
Place 
the 
top 
layer 
stems up, the outside row tin inch or 
so higher than the end of the staves, 
the middle an inch higher than the 
outside row. 
Better be too high than 
too low. 
Use corrugated paper pads 
at boti) ends of the 
barrel, 
smooth 
side of the pad to the fruit. 
With the better sorts, such as Jon­ 
athan, Grimes, etc., there is a place 
for box packing. 
But boxes should 
be used in connection 
with 
barrels. 
Box the beal, following the western 
standard as closely as possible, bar­ 
rel the rest, sorting according to size. 
Better methods of production and 
packing will make marketing easier 
and more profitable . The Missouri 
College of Agriculture at Columbia is 
ready to give detailed information to 
any farmer in Missouri who wants to 
know more about grading and packing 
apples.

Columbia, Mo., August 27.—Here is 
a recipe for putting the Hessian fly 
out of business that is guaranteed by 
the college of agriculture of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri to be as effective 
as it is simple: 
1. Bury the flies. 
Plow soon after 
harvest as deeply as 
conditions will 
permit. Most of the insects are now 
in the 
flaxseed 
or 
resting 
Stage, 
down at the crown of the old wheat 
plants between the leaf 
sheath and 
• he stalk. Plowing will destroy them. 
A harrow or disk should follow the 
plow lo compact the soil. 
2. 
Destroy 
tile volunteer wheat. 
Cultivate the plowed ground during 
the late summer and early fall to de­ 
stroy 
the 
volunteer 
wheat 
and 
weeds. 
Volunteer 
wheat provides a 
breeding and feeding grounds for the 
full crop of flies. Keep it down and 
a\ oid one common source 
of fly in­ 
festation. 
3. Sow on or 
soon 
after fly-free 
date. Sow the w heat just as late a 1’ 
advisable to have it up and establish 
cd before winter. Prepare the seed 
bcd thoroughly and when this is done 
the wheat may be sown much later 
without danger from 
winter killing. 
Ihe fly-free date 
or 
dates 
of safe 
sowing are approximately as follows: 
For the northern third of 
Missouri, 
Oct. I; for the central 
third of tho 
state, Oct. 8; for the southern third. 
October 16. 
It will be noticed that 
the dates of safe sowing become lat­ 
er as we 
go 
southward. 
Farmers 
should therefore 
make 
their wheat 
sowings conform as nearly as possi­

T h ;s system is a wonderful advance 
in railroad mail service, and the Chi­ 
cago & Alton by this contract adds to 
a series of great 
railroad 
develop­ 
ments which were first started on 
successful careers on this road, an­ 
other advance step in railroad spr 
vice. 
The Chicago & Alton was first 
to use the sleeping car, (he dining car 
the steel bridge, and other practical 
innovations. 
Quiie early in the handling of mails 
on railw ay trains the necessity for 
such exchanges became apparent, and 
in 18G8 the present prim itive device 
known as the W ard Hook was tried 
out at Lemont, 111., on the Chicago & 
Alton. 
It was inadequate and ineffi­ 
cient, but in the absence of anything 
belter it w as placed in general service. 
arid w hile the railw ays and postoffice 
department have been constantly on 
the alert for some system with which 
to replace it, up to this time, no sat­ 
isfactory* solution of the problem had 
been found, although many devices 
have been tried out. 
The adoption, of fast m ail trains, 
rural free delivery and parcel post 
have added very m aterially to the 
urgent necessity for improvement in 
this particular part of

Eggs packed for parcel post shipment 
may be handled without breakage at 
sixty miles' an hour. 
Expert mechanical and service men 
have pronounced the system as 100% 
efficient after a period of two years of 
railroad demonstration. 
To the general public and shippers 
of puree1 post this system means much 
in that it w ill receive and deliver in 
any quantity, safely at all stations at 
any speed. 
To railw ay and postal em­ 
ployees it means absolute safety in 
this heretofore hazardous part of their 


work. 
To the publisher and subscriber it 
means the elim ination of the now* fre­ 
quent destruction or damage of publi­ 
cations, due to rolling 
back 
under 
trains or striking switch-stands or oth­ 
er obstructions, and a much quicker 
delivery to destination.

The reasons given in the note for 
Italy’s declaration were that Turkey 
supported a revolt in Libya and its 
prevention of the departure of Italian 
residents from Syria.

Austria May 24, there has never been 
any declaration between 
Italy 
and 
Germany, nor, until 
now’, 
between 
Italy and Turkey. 
However, the Ital­ 
ian consuls have been gradually leav­ 
ing Turkey and

have been taking charge of American 
interests 
Later charges were made 
that Turkey wras 
preventing 
Italian 
consuls from leaving

July 20 a note was addressed to the 
United States asking it to use its in­ 
fluence to protect Italians in Turkey.

Fifteen years ago an assistant in 
the dairy departm ent of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri began to keep record 
of the milk and butter production oi 
a small Jersey cow. 
This assistant 
has gone and others have come and 
gone, but the Jersey cow is still on 
the job . In the fifteen years she has 
produced 108,968 pounds of milk and 
5,OOO pounds of butter fat, or 5,833 
pounds of butter. 
Her be./t year's record was 13,322 
pounds of milk anil 730 pounds of 
butter. 
During the fifteen years this cow, 
Grace 
Briggs, 
has 
given birth tc 
twelve calves. 
Her last calf sold for 
$300, and the average for the twelve 
is about $200. 
About $2,400 was ob 
tained from the sale of all the calves. 
Figuring the entire milk production 
for fifteen years at 
eight 
cents 
a 
quart, the total would 
be 
$4,35872. 
The approximate cost of keeping her 
was $50 a year, or a total of $T50. 
The average dally 
production 
of 
milk for the fifteen years was a little 
more than nine quarts a day. 
During 
her best year she produced a little 
more than eighteen quarts a day. 
If the butter was sold instead of 
the milk, at the price of 35 cents a 
pound, the total for th^ butter pro­ 
duction from Grace Briggs would be 
$2,041.55.

August 21.— 
The state-wide movement to improve 
the Missouri river as far as it is navi­ 
gable, given impetus by the recom­ 
mendation to congress of Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Herbert 
Deakyne, 
United 
States engineer, that this avenue of 
eomerce be abandoned, has given rise 
to the question how river improve­ 
ment work can best be done on a gi­ 
gantic scale so that it will be ever­ 
lasting, announces a bureau of labor 
statistics bulletin issued to the press 
of the country today by Commission­ 
er John T. Fitzpatrick. 
The bulletin states 
that to make 
the Missouri river a commercial wa­ 
terway which will 
be open to boat 
traffic the year 
through 
when 
the 
winter is mild, several huge improve­ 
ments are absolutely necessary, com­ 
mencing with the building of gigantic 
levees and dykes, w'hich will narrow 
the stream where it is now wide and 
shallow; the 
construction 
of huge 
storage 
reservoirs 
to 
hold 
spring 
floods until such 
time 
as 
wTater is 
needed to increase the depth of the 
channel; to clear 
the 
river 
of all 
snags, sand bars and similar obstruc­ 
tions; the erection of channel lights, 
which will enable 
river 
packets to 
travel at night, and the maintenance 
of either a state or federal patrol to 
remove obstructions as fast as they 
form and otherwise guard the chan 
neb 
Construct Huge Levees. 
Each state which the Missouri riv 
er traverses or borders could employ 
their convicts to construct 
huge Ie 
vees and the storage reservoirs that 
are needed to hold back the flood wa­ 
ters, and perform other work neces­ 
sary to make this 
inland 
waterway 
an import at avenue of commerce. 
Deputy Labor 
Commissioner John 
Ii. Bradley, of the 
bureau 
of labor 
statistics, 
and 
wTho 
devoted 
some 
time to a study of the peculiarities of 
the Missouri river, suggests a plan of 
improvement wrhich 
is 
feasible and 
probably more 
easy 
of accomplish­ 
ment than the digging of the Panama 
canal, a task which 
years 
ago was 
pronounced impossible. If carried out 
by Missouri it wrould 
solve the con­ 
vict labor problem, prevent 
the fu 
ture flooding 
of 
all 
Missouri 
low' 
lands, maintain a deep wTater channel 
the year through, and, 
best 
of all, 
pay for itself. The undertaking, w'hile 
gigantic, is only a m atter of engineer­ 
ing skill, and a good 
portion 
could 
readily be carried out and completed 
in four or five years. 
W h a t Bradley Plan Proposes. 
The Bradley plan is to build a con­ 
crete levee along the Missouri river 
from the Iow'a line to the place where 
this strea inflow's intto the Mississip 
pi, the same to be high enough and 
sufficiently strong to withstand the 
greatest flood and the heaviest pres­ 
sure of w'ater w'hich ca noccur Con­ 
victs could be used for the wrork, and 
since building concrete 
levees 
is a 
new industry, 
one 
created by the 
state, it wfould not conflict with any 
class of work 
now 
being 
done by 
free labor. The state w'ould be put to 
the expense of erecting 
a huge ce­ 
ment plant within 
the 
w'alls of the 
penitentiary, but this 
and 
all other 
river improvement 
costs 
would be 
m et through the sale by the state of 
bottom lands rescued froom the river 
bed which now* belong to the federal 
government. 
Missouri 
river 
bluffs 
W'ould furnish free material 
for the 
state cement plant, the farmers own 
ing them being only too glad to allow 
them to be used 
for 
this purpose, 
since the 
proposed 
concrete levees 
wrould forever 
protect 
their bottom 
lands. 
Build Along Tributaries, Too. 
Of course, it would be necessary to 
build similar levees along the tribu­ 
taries which flow into 
the Missouri 
betwreen St. Louis and the Iowa state 
line, but even this 
could 
be done, 
such levee w ork to start with only be­ 
ing constructed far enough 
up such 
streams to the point where their ov­ 
erflows wrould 
not endanger bottom 
lands adjoining the Missouri river. 
Deputy Bradley suggests that such 
levees need not entirely 
be 
of ce­ 
ment, the inland portion being made 
tip of riprap, macadam 
and 
gravel, 
with the river 
exposed 
portion 
of 
concrete eight feet thick 
and deep 
enough under low water level to pre­ 
vent undermining at any stage of the 
Missouri. Behind the riprap is to be 
a backing of sand and 
soil pumped 
from the channel of the 
river, the 
same to be IOO feet across to give it 
sufficient strength to hold the riprap 


and concrete wall in pace against any 
possibe pressure. 


Housing of the Convicts. 
Old steamboats and barges bought 
by the state for the purpose and re­ 
constructed into floating prisons by 
convict labor would house 
the con­ 
victs after working hours, and when 
properly guarded would be as safe as 
the penitentiary is now, and be more 
sanitary. The merit system could be 
put in force for the benefit 
of con­ 
victs detailed for river improvement 
work, the promise being held out to 
such that a certain number of merit 
marks bestowed for diligent toil and 
good behavior would 
win 
a parole. 
Hardened 
and 
desperate 
criminals 
would be kept at w'ork in the peniten­ 
tiary manufacturing the cement need­ 
ed for the 
gigantic 
concrete 
levee 
project. There also the merit system 
to an extent, could prevail. A day of 
labor for convicts could then be eight 
hours, with eight 
hours 
for educa­ 
tional and 
recreation 
purposes, and 
?ight hours for rest. 
With a merit 
system prevailing a new life could be 
opened for many convicts who now* 
see nothing ahead but 
constant toil 
it a hard task, with no future before 
hem wThen they are released in old 
ige. A few’ convicts could be detailed 
o make clothing, 
shoes 
and other 
necessaries for 
the 
river improve- 


to meet 
this 
annual disbursement, 
the legislature being called upon bi­ 
ennially to appropriate 
from $30,OOO 
to $60,000 to cover deficits. 
The first year 
of 
levee construc­ 
tion by convicts would give the state 
as its 
share 
approximately 165,000 
acres of river bed land 
to be sold, 
wffiieh, at $50 per acre, 
would yield 
$8,250,000, which is more than enough 
to meet the present 
annual cost of 
Missouri’s 
state 
government, 
and 
leave a goodly sum 
for good roads 
purposes. 
Storage Basins Proposed. 
Deputy 
Bradley 
further suggests 
that here and there through the state 
storage basins to 
hold 
flood waiters 
could be built, and the same turned 
into summer resorts. Lake 
Contrary, 
near St. Joseph, if properly walled in 
with a concrete 
levee,

for use when the river is low. Creve

less and fertility would be so great 
hat 75 bushels of corn and 45 bush- 
ls of wheat per acre could easily be 
aised, not considering the wonderful 
rops of vegetables which w'ould be 
irodueed, making such acres pay for 
hemselves in twro years. 
A System of Irrigation. 
As a preventative of droughts, if 
Iroughts 
are

Drain pipes through the le­ 
vees, supplied with water stops, laid 
i thousand feet apart and a system

rind probably 5,000,000 acres rescued 
from the river bed itself would prob­ 
ably legally pass into the possession 
of the state 
through 
the 
proposed 
congressional act. 
The sale of the reclaimed river bed 
land, at $50 an acre, 
a 
low' price 
w’ould bring to Missouri $250,000,000 
in the course of 
thirtty 
years, the 
time it is figured it wrould take to fin­ 
ish the gigantic concrete 
levee sys­ 
tem all over the state. It now' costs 
Missouri $400,000 a year to maintain 
its penitentiary, and the income from 
leasing convict labor is not sufficient

The thought of roasting ears in the 
■winter time makes the mouth of the 
grown up “water” as surely as does 
the thought of 
stick 
candy 
or ice 
cream appeal to the appetite of the 
small boy, with 
a 
newly 
acquired 
nickel in his pocket to make the re­ 
quired purchases. 
They are not an impossibility. In a 
recent bulletin, 
‘‘Canning 
of Fruits 
yid Vegeables on 
the 
Farm,” Miss 
Bab Bell, woman’s 
leetturer 
of the 
state board of agriculture, gives the 
method of canning corn on the cob. 
This should appeal alike to the owner 
of a small garden in the city and the 
woman on the farm. 
As with all vegetables containing 
little acid, corn should be canned the 
same day as 
gathered, and as soon 
after picking as possible. 
This will 
prevent “flat sour.” 
Remove the husks 
and 
silk and 
grade for size. Blanch on tho cob in 
boiling water from 5 to 15 minutes: 
plunge quickly into cold water. Pack 
ears, alternating butts 
and 
tips, in 
half-gallon glass jars, or gallon tin 
cans. 
Bour 
over boiling hot water 
and add 
two 
level 
teaspoonfuls of 
salt to each gallon. 
Place 
rubbers 
and tops in position. 
Seal partially, 
but not tight. Sterilize in hot water 
bath outfit three hours, 
one period. 
Remove the jars and tighten the cov­ 
ers. 
A hot water hath outfit can easily 
be arranged by 
placing 
a wire or 
wooden rack in the bottom of a wash 
boiler or pail, thus raising the jars an 
inch and a half from the 
bottom of 
the boiler and preventing 
their be­ 
coming too hot. 
When sweet corn is taken from the 
jar or tin can for table use, remove 
the ears as soon as the jar or can is 
opened. Heat the corn, 
slightly but­ 
tered in a steamer. Do not allow the 
ears to stand in water or to be boil­ 
ed in water a second time. 
The method of 
canning corn cut 
from the cob is similar to the method 
of canning the whole ear. 
The recently published bulletin on 
canning contains tables 
for canning 
various 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, 
as 
well as descriptions of jars and can­ 
ners. It will be mailed free to 
Mis­

reason has been called an eelworm. 
The animal belongs to the class called 
nematodes, and this 
particular 
and 
destructive member of the family, be­ 
cause it produces galls, is often called 
the gallworm. 
The destructive effect 
of this nematode on truck gardens 
and certain field crops 
h^^ 
clearly 
been established and because of its 
habits in gardens of large size it was 
to be expected that once it got into 
kitchen gardens 
and 
even 
certain 
flower beds it would also cause their 
plants to make poor growth, stunting 
them, reducing 
the 
yield 
or 
even 
killing them prematurely. 
Where the 
infection is very bad the roots are 
found to be masses of swollen abor­ 
tions covered with knots, and scarcely 
recognizable as roots. 
Numerous letters from home gar­ 
deners in different sections 
of 
the 
south 
have 
reported 
a mysterious 
damage to certain 
vegetables 
and 
flowers which are knowrn to be espe­ 
cially susceptible 
to .this 
parasite, 
which lives in soil and attacks practi­ 
cally all truck vegetables, cultivated 
berries, certain kinds of lawn grass 
and certain trees, as wrell as many 
field 
crops 
of the south. 
Mapy of 
the writers sent samples 
of 
plants 
that had been destroyed, and exami­ 
nation showed clearly that they had 
been attacked by this gallw’orm. 
Especially Open to Attack. 
The following is a list of garden 
crops and ornamental plants especial* 
ly open to attack from this nematode: 
Asparagus, bean, cantaloupe, carrot, 
celery, cucumber, 
eggplant, 
garden 
beet, garden pea, Irish potato, lettuce, 
muskmelon, okra, turnip, onion, pep­ 
per, 
salsify, 
spinach, 
sweet 
corn, 
pumpkin, sweet potato, begonia, cin­ 
eraria, clematic, caleus, dahlia, holly­ 
hock, peony, rose, sw’eet pea, gladio­ 
lus, nasturtium, violet, ginseng, gol­ 
denseal. 
Of the bush fruits the raspberry is 
seriously affected, and of other fruits 
the cherry, fig, peach, mulberry and 
Old W orld grape vine are very sus­ 
ceptible to attack. 
Of law'n plants, 
clover is especially 
susceptible 
and 
Kentucky blue grass is more or less 
subject to injury. 
Rape, frequently 
raised for chickens, 
is 
among 
the 
susceptible plants. The nematode also 
attacks the following shade and nut 
trees: 
Catalpa, European 
elm, 
al­ 
mond, 
pecan, 
Persian 
w'alnut and 
weeping willow'. 
Many w'eeds are at­ 
tacked, 
often 
very 
severely. 
Such 
weeds in or around a garden are a 
constant menace, as they 
serve 
to 


support nematodes in the soil, and if 
drainage runs that way they can be 
readily 
washed 
from 
the soil of a 
weedy field into that of a garden.

* 
Starving the Gallworm 
One of the 
Best Known Remedies. 
This nematode may be looked for 
in the south and southwest, particu­ 
larly where the soil does not freeze 
to a depth of one foot. 
In colder 
climates the nematode seems not to 
withstand the severe winter freezing, 
but it is found and is a serious pest 
in many northern greenhouses. ^For- 
tvtnately in greenhouses the gallworm 
can be killed by removing the plants 
and 
either 
introducing new' soil or 
sterilizing the soil in the greenhouse 
beds by steam introduced under the 
soil in perforated pipes and used un­ 
til 
the 
soil 
is 
thoroughly heated. 
Where soil is removed the benches 
must be whitewashed with holing hot 
fresh whitewash before new' soil is 


introduced. 
For outside gardens 
in 
the gouth 
tilt* only remedy*is to starve out the 
pest by removthg all plants on which 
it 
fev°ds, 
and 
either 
leaving 
the 
ground in bare fallow' for from one to 
two years, turning 
it 
into 
a bare 
chicken run, or by planting the few' 
crops that are seldom or only slight­ 
ly affected by

Garbage, manure or waste 
matter 
of any kind may contain diseased tu­

trouble, and should not be fed to the 
chickens on the land that 
is under 
treatment. Plows or other tools used 
on infested fields can 
readily trans­ 
mit the parasite 
to 
the field under 
rotation. 
Light soils, especially 
those of a 
very sandy nature, are 
favorable to 
the mematodes, and root-knot is sel­ 
dom found in heavy soils. Where the 
land is water soaked for a considera­ 
ble period of the year root-gall mem­ 
atodes are not abundant or do not ap­ 
pear at all. 
Nor are they found, on 
the other hand, in land 
that 
is ex­ 
ceedingly dry. Owing to this fact, the 
gardener who wishes to place soil in 
pots or beds w'ould 
do 
well to take 
his soil from bottom 
land 
that

flooded from tw'o to six months each 
year. 
Protecting Fruit Trees. 
In the case of orchards where it is 
impracticable to remove free*; and in 
gardens of 
ornamental * shrubs, 
no 
very satisfactory treatment hfts * 
worked out. It has been fou.:d, how 
ever, that by 
cud*' ring 
the field* 
thoroughly and at tin s o re time for 
tilizing them highly, particularly with 
stable manure and 
chemical fertiL:. I 
ers rich in potash, which induces the 
plants to make a rapid root growth, 
the roots frequently 
go 
below the 
level at w'hich most of the mematodes 
are present and 
they 
w ill 
develop 
faster than the gallworm can produce 
its knots. Peach trees planted in this 
manner can 
sometimes 
outgrow the 
^trouble to a considerable extent. 
Where only a few trees in a young 
orchard are affected they should be 
removed 
and 
destroyed. 
The 
sur­ 
rounding soil, well beyond that of the 
infested roots of 
the 
removed tree, 
should then be treated 
with a solu­ 
tion of formaldehyde 
( I 
part of 40 
per cent formaldehyde to 50 parts of 
water) at the rate of about two to 
three gallons per square yard.

that i he canning season has brought 
the usual demand on the . part 
of 
housewives for salicylic ac id and boric 
acid. 
These preparations are some­ 
times sold in the form of pow’der, un­ 
der various trade names, and are rec­ 
ommended by the promoters for use 
in preserving canned goods in home 
canning. In the directions for use the 
housewife is told to fill the jar with 
the fruit or vegetables, cover with 
water and add a teaspoonful of the 
preserving powder. 
W hile it is true 
that these compounds may retard the 
decay of the fruit or vegetable, it is 
pointed out by the experts of tho 
department that their use may be at­ 
tended by serious 
disturbances 
of 
health. 
Salicylic acid is well known 
as a poisonous substance, and one of 
the evils which may accompany its 
use is derangement of the digestion. 
It is therefore plain that its extensive 
use in food may lead to disturbance 
of digestion and health. 
The federal food and drugs act pro­ 
hibits the use of harmful preserva­ 
tives in foods that enter interstate 
commerce. 
The food law of nearly 
every state in the union forbids the 
sale within the state of foods that 
have been preserved 
with 
harmful 
substances. 
Neither the federal 
nor 
state food law’s apply to foods that 
are canned in the home and consum­ 
ed there. 
It w'ould seem, however, 
that the housewife would not knowing­ 
ly use, in the foods she provides for 
her family, substances that she could 
not use in foods for sale without vio­ 
lating the law*, because these sub­ 
stances are injurious to health. 
Fruits and vegetables can be kent 
indefinitely if they are sterilized by 
heat and properly sealed, and there 
is no excuse, in the opinion of the ex­ 
perts of the department, fop running 
any risk by using preserving powders, 
which may be injurious to health. Tho 
use of such powders, in addition to 
the possible injury to 
health, 
en­ 
courages uncleanly or careless w’ork 
in canning. 
Reliance is placed in the 
efficacy of the preserving compound 
instead of upon cleanliness and heat. 
The department has Issued bulletins 
that give specific directions for tho 
preserving and canning of fruits and 
vegetables without the use 
of 
pre­ 
serving powders 
or 
canning 
com­ 
pounds. 
These bulletins may be ob­ 
tained without cost from the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture.

For, lie it remembered, that he who 
selects a suitable site, pitches his 
tent, or builds his hut in a proper 
manner, examines his food, and pro­ 
tects himself from his natural ene­ 
mies, is a wise camper indeed. 
The camp site is important, 
Select 
high ground, where the breezes blow 
and the drainage is good. Only a ver­ 
itable amateur will occupy the space 
where another camp has been, for the 
filth, the ti es and the food remnants 
are probably still there. 
Reek anoth­ 
er location. 
If you are not satisfied) 
move; you probably haven’t leased the 
premises and you ought not to put up 
wiih faulty conditions. 
I he water supply’ should be pure. 
The source should be known and prov­ 
ed to be uncontaminated, and if there 
is the slightest suspicion of its quality 
it should not be used w ithout boiling. 
This is a practicable and easy method 
of rendering any water safe for con­ 
sumpt ion. 
A second method is by 
the use of bleaching powder. 
Add a 
teaspoonful of chloride of lime to one 
pint of w'ater and keep in a well stop­ 
pered bottle. 
A teaspoonful of this 
solution should be placed in two gal­ 
lons of the water to be treated and 
after standing for thirty minutes it is 
then absolutely safe for consumption. 
Guard agairrst insects of all var­ 
ieties; many are not alone tormenting, 
but disease carriers as w'ell. 
Screen 
the cabin, the tent, or the hut—even 
the most primitive 
people 
protect 
themselves in this manner. 
Flies fre­ 
quently spoil an otherwise successful 
camping trip. 
Remember that they 
breed in manure and filth and that the 
camper himself is therefore often re­ 
sponsible for their presence. 
Make 
the handy man clean up and keep the 
grounds policed. A little borax added 
to the manure or filth inhibits the 
development of the larvae and should 
be in every outfit. 
W atch the mos­ 
quitoes. 
They carry in their sting 
more than a

Roe that the campfire conveys a little 
smudge at night. 
Oil the pools* and 
screen the sleeping place if you have 
not forgotten to put a few yards of 
netting in vour kit.

There are really a few preparations 
which mosquitoes do not: like.

castor oil and pine tar, equal parts, 
and another is oil of citronella. 
Dispose of All Wastes.

whatever is destructible, bury deeply 
what you cannot burn, and protect 
that w'hich you cannot bury'. 
If your 
site is more or less permanent, handle 
garbage in properly covered cans and 
then incinerate.

They have no oth­ 
er 
usefulness

places for mosquitoes. 
W hy not con­ 
sign them to their grave while they 
are still in the heyday of existence? 
Do not permit the cook to scatter dish 
water indiscriminately about; it at­ 
tracts flies, Recomposes, and is other­ 
wise objectionable. 
Fasten a sign to 
this effect upon the nearest tree, or 
if von have your courage with yon, 
emulate Luther and nail it to the 
kitchen door. 
Provide a suitable toilet. 
Remem­

today. 
Do this then not alone for 
your ow'n protection and convenience, 
but for the welfare of others.
